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DETAILED ACTION

Claims 1 and 3-6 have been amended.

Claims 1-6 are pending. 



Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 26 April 2010 have been fully considered and they 
are persuasive. 



2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed towards a method for managing an original executable code 
downloaded into a reprogrammable computer on-board system such as a 
microprocessor card. Claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features "off card: 
identifying a modified executable code that is adapted to a predefined specific 
use, and corresponds to the original code and calculating a software component 
according to the original intermediate code and the corresponding modified 
intermediate code identified for the predefined specific use, the software 
component, when applied to the original code, making it possible to produce the 
modified code and on card: applying the software component to the original code 
so as to produce the modified intermediate code for execution by the 
microprocessor". 

The closest prior art, Vetillard (Pub No. 2005/0107069) discloses a method and 
device for securing messages exchanged in a network. In order to secure messages

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that are exchanged in a data transmission network between a server and a client, a 
control device that is decentralized or represents the authority is permanently inserted 
into the network between the server and the user during the secured exchange of 
messages. The representative of the authority translated the transmitted messages and 
carries out the message verifications that have been decided by the authority. The 
representative of the authority can be a specific microprocessor card, for example, 
which is permanently inserted between the server and the client, so that the authority 
does not need to be directly involved in the transactions and no permanent connection 
with the authority is required. 

However, either singularly or in combination, Vetillard fail to anticipate or render 
obvious the claimed limitations of off card: identifying a modified executable code that is 
adapted to a predefined specific use, and corresponds to the original code and 
calculating a software component according to the original intermediate code and the 
corresponding modified intermediate code identified for the predefined specific use, the 
software component, when applied to the original code, making it possible to produce 
the modified code and on card: applying the software component to the original code so 
as to produce the modified intermediate code for execution by the microprocessor. 

The closest prior art, Chan et al. (US Patent No. 6,005,942) discloses a system 
and method for a multi-application smart card which can facilitate a post-issuance 
download of an application onto the smartcard. A system and method allow card issuers 
to securely add applications during the lifetime of the card after the card has already 
been issued (post issuance). Loading of an application and/or objects from an

application server via a card acceptance device (and its supporting system 
infrastructure delivery mechanism) onto a card post issuance is performed in a secure 
and confidential manner. A smart card includes a card domain application that 
manages the card. Any number of security domain applications on the card provide 
security for loaded applications by managing keys; each application is associated with a 
security domain. Each of the card domain and security domains has a command 
interface for off-card communication, and an API for internal card use. The card life 
cycle includes the states of masked, initialized, load secured and blocked. An 
application life cycle includes the states of not available, loaded, installed, registered, 
personalized, activated and blocked. An application can block the card. 

However, either singularly or in combination, Chan et al. fail to anticipate or 
render obvious the claimed limitations of off card: identifying a modified executable code 
that is adapted to a predefined specific use, and corresponds to the original code and 
calculating a software component according to the original intermediate code and the 
corresponding modified intermediate code identified for the predefined specific use, the 
software component, when applied to the original code, making it possible to produce 
the modified code and on card: applying the software component to the original code so 
as to produce the modified intermediate code for execution by the microprocessor. 

The closest prior art, Baentsch et al. (Pub No. 2002/0002703) discloses a device 
and method for updating code. The invention is directed to a method for a software 
provider to enable a software-acquiring entity to arrive from an existent first signed 
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piece of code at a second signed piece of code. Both pieces of code were generated at 
the software provider by use of a first software archive generator under use of 
generation instructions. The software provider provides to the software-acquiring entity 
a difference code that comprises the steps necessary to arrive from the first signed 
piece of code at the second signed piece of code. The difference code Is combinable at 
the software-acquiring entity with the first signed piece of code by a second software 
archive generator to generate the second signed piece of code. The second software 
archive generator is therefor to be fed with those generation instructions that were used 
by the first software archive generator for the generation of both pieces of code. 

However, either singularly or in combination, Baentsch et al. fail to anticipate or 
render obvious the claimed limitations of off card: identifying a modified executable code 
that is adapted to a predefined specific use, and corresponds to the original code and 
calculating a software component according to the original Intermediate code and the 
corresponding modified intermediate code identified for the predefined specific use, the 
software component, when applied to the original code, making it possible to produce 
the modified code and on card: applying the software component to the original code so 
as to produce the modified intermediate code for execution by the microprocessor. 
4. Therefore, claim 1 and the respective dependent claims 2-6 are in condition for 
allowance.
